SELECTMEN'’S REPORT 


As we review our activities of the past year we realize that the 
two words "continued growth” would most adequately describe the 
status of our town. This condition influences our actions and decisions 
and as far as we know will continue to do so, 

There has been a substantial growth in all departments of our 
town government in the past year. We have added one man on full 
time status to both police and fire department. We have remodeled 
the first floor of the town hall to provide office accomodations for 
Town Clerk, Tax Collector, Selectmen, and Planning Board and are 
now hiring part time clerical help for the Selectmen's office. 

While our condition is commonly diagnosed as "growing pains" 
we find that the painful part is mostly in supporting the necessary 
changes through increased taxes. Schools account for most of the 
higher taxes and each year take greater percentage of the tax dollar, 

The job of assessing becomes more complex and time consuming 
with each year of growth, We have started with a system of tax-map- 
ping which we are sure will contribute to more efficient and equitable 
assessments, 

This mapping is being done with the use of aerial photographs, 
co-ordinated by ground control points. We will ask for $4,000.00 for 
this project this year and spread the job over a two year period, 

The spirit of cooperation and willingness to work for the better- 
ment of our town, as shown by all Town Officials and employees, 
makes our job not only easier but more rewarding. We are envied by 
many towns and in our opinion, surpassed by done,

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FIRE WARDEN'S REPORT 


The 1964 forest fire season surpassed the record year of 1963 in 
both length and severity. For the second successive year, we ex- 
perienced a rainfall deficiency of more than ten inches and the com- 
pounding of such drought conditions, together with the many days of 
strong, dry winds, characterized 1964 as one of the most hazardous 
years in the past half century. Although our fire season was three 
weeks longer than that of 1963, the number of fires showed only a 
slight increase and more remarkable was the fact that the area burned 
dropped from 2280 acres in 1963 to 900 acres in 1964, Early detection 
and rapid response kept many potential fire disasters from becoming 
reality. We all owe a debt of gratitude to the men in this community 
who responded and fought our fires so efficiently, Our state is now 
86% wooded and its economy - both industrial and recreational - is 
greatly dependent on this forest resource. The responsibility for ad- 
equate fire protection of this great area - 4,350,000 acres - is every- 
one's responsibility and prevention is one of our most effective tools, 

Prevention is good common sense, 

1, Take your rubbish to the town dump. If you must burn, 
obtain a permit and watch your fire until it is dead out. 

2. Instruct your children in fire safety, Keep matches from 
young children, Explain to them the dangers of lighting 
matches and making outdoor fires, 

3. Be sure discarded smoking material and matches are out. 

A major portion of our preventable fires this year are chargeable 
to three causes; (1) permit fires allowed to escape; (2) children play- 
ing with matches; and (3) smokers, Let's be mindful of the fact that 
all such fires endanger property and lives, 

We wish to thank you for your very fine cooperation during the 
past fire season and with your continued cooperation we are confident 
that we can improve our fire record in 1965,

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REPORT OF HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


Last year we appropriated an additional $2,000.00 for highway 
maintenance; mostly for the widening of West Shore Road and the in- 
stallation of a deeper culvert on Jones Road and partly to defray the 
cost of maintaining additional roads which have been accepted, 

Although much progress has been made, the West Shore project is 
one that will be carried over and probably finished in 1965, 

The Jones Road culvert project was to correct a situation that has 
been costly to the town in past winters.

FINANCIAL STATEMENTS 
Comparative Balance Sheets - December 31, 1963 - December 31, 

1964: (Exhibit A-1) 

Comparative Balance Sheets as of December 31, 1963 and De- 
cember 31, 1964, are presented in Exhibit A-1. As indicated therein, 
the Surplus decreased by $1,380.30, from $20,212, 21 to $18, 831, 91, 
in 1964, Inasmuch as there were no outstanding long term notes or 
bonds on December 31, 1964, the Balance Sheet Surplus represents 
the Current Surplus (excess of total assets over current liabilities) on 
that date, 

Analysis of Change in Financial Condition: (Exhibit A-2)

A modern math course was offered for teachers by the University 
of New Hampshire at the Hood School in Derry, N.H.

d. Acquisition of land both for the playground area and looking to 

the future in terms of building needs, 

In addition to these improvements, attention should be directed to- 
wards the following in the very near future, 

a. Special Class 

b. Guidance 

c.. Art 

d, Expanded music and nursing services 

Iwould like to express the thought that there is need for additional 
thought and planning in Windham for the not too distant needs of our 
junior high school pupils and even high school pupils. Our junior high 
pupils, those in the seventh and eighth grades, do not presently have 
the advantage afforded to many students. I am thinking primarily of 
departmentalization to the extent that most areas are covered by a 
teacher prepared for specific subject matter. We must further think 
of an offering in languages, another, at least, in mathematics, ex- 
pansion of the science area, and the addition of shop and home eco- 
nomics, 

The burden of competing in high school, while not a terrible ob- 
stacle, certainly is not aided by the lack of the background described 
above, 

Iwish to take this opportunity to thank the people of Windham, the 
School Board, Mr. Dolph and members of the faculty and staff for 
making this another successful and pleasant year.

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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL 


One might expect that to write a report about the activities of the 
year preceding my arrival at the Windham schools would be a frus- 
trating task, A short time ago, I shared this feeling. However, upon 
doing some research into that period of time, I found the experience 
to be a most pleasurable one, Everywhere were evidences of the gen- 
eral philosophy of education held by our school board, the superin- 
tendent and his assistant, the school staff, and the citizens of the 
town. This philosophy has been coupled with the foresight to antici- 
pate future needs so that no child will be denied the availability of a 
sound education. 

The addition which will be completed before this report is in print 
will consist of eight classrooms, a nurse's office, ateachers'workroom, 
a janitorial supply room, a principal's office, and four bathrooms, 

Last year saw the introduction of the new Silver Burdett mathe- 
matics series which will eventually encompass all grades to promote 
a more completely sequential program. 

Reading texts and materials were also updated by replacing some 
of the older editions with the new sixties editions which tend to gen- 
erate more pupil interest andcontain more and better lesson presenta- 
tion techniques, 

The remedial reading program was expanded from three mornings 
a week to five mornings a week to provide more time to help the 
children with significant reading problems, 

An interest in the school has been demonstrated by so many by 
various contributions of time and money. The new flagpole at the 
Center School, purchased with money left to the school by the eighth- 
grade class of 1964, is an example of such generosity. Also, the 
shrubbery at Center School was purchased jointly by the classes of 
1963-64, The PTOprovided a generous donation for library books, 
For these and many other courtesies, we express our appreciation. 

While all of the things which I have mentioned before are of ex- 
treme importance to a good school, I cannot omit some mention of 
the high quality of the teaching staff during the past year, for they 
are the oneswho took the well-equipped buildings, the excellent ma- 
terials and supplies, and molded them to suit the needs of your chil- 
dren, As a eulogyto the teaching profession and to Windham teachers 
in particular, I wish to submit a quotation from an article by a writer 
named Dan Valentine who has so skillfully answered the question, 
"What is a Teacher?" 
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WHAT IS A TEACHER?; A teacher is many things... She's knowl- 
edge with a smile on her face,,.Democracy with a book in her hand... 
Wisdom with a flick of white chalkdust on her left eyelid. 

In her everyday work week, she's expected to be: Diplomat, phil- 
osopher, politician, fight referee, pediatrician, policewoman, practi- 
cal nurse---and quiz program conductor. 

Her days are filled with school bells... Young chatter...Chalk 
dust... Waving hands, . Questions... and worried parents, 

A teacher dispenses magic... Sells futures... Dreams are her stock 
in trade... 

Teachers can be found after school---Taking aspirin, picking up 
spitballs, washing blackboards, rehearsing plays, sewing angel cos- 
tumes for Christmas pageants---and just sitting at a desk waiting for 
strength to get home, 

From her small classroom will come the doctors of tomorrow, the 
men who will go to the moon, the great artists and novelists of the 
year 2000... The industrial tycoons and all the leaders America will 
need to survive in a puzzled world... 

Secretly, she will admit, "I have the greatest job of all..." 

And she has... 

Because she holds the history of the world in the palm of her hand... 

She's a teacher!

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SCHOOL HEALTH REPORT 


The school health program is an integrated part of the total edu- 
cation of your child. We continue to try and meet the demands of 
an ever-growing Community. 

Vision tests were done on all children during the year, Of the 245 
children examined, 14 were referred for further eye examination. 
Hearing tests were done on all children in grades 1, 3, 5, and 8. Of 
the 134 children examined, 4 were found to have hearing loss. 

The tuberculin patch testing program was conducted during the 
month of May. 135 children in grades 1, 3, 5, and 8, whose parents 
so desired, received the patch test. The portable x-ray unit was set 
up in Grinnell School, where 1 child who had a positive reaction re- 
ceived a chest x-ray. 

The pre-school registration clinic was held in May for all children 
entering school in September, At this time each child receives a vi- 
sion, hearing and motor coordination test. 30 children were registered 
at the clinic,
